Document Dl (fig. 1) discloses a device and a 
method for converting energy^ said device 
comprising a gas generator for producing Brown' s 
gas^ and a rotationally symmetrical reaction 
chamber in which are disposed electrodes^ which at 
least in sections form the inner delimitation 
surfaces of the reaction chamber and between which 
an electrical field is applied that is directed 
perpendicularly to the axis of the reaction 
chamber. The gas generator does not, however, 
have a rotor in the reaction chamber and nor is 
the water made to rotate about the axis of the 
reaction chamber. The subject matter of claims 1 
and 22 is thus novel (POT Article 33(2)). 



The available prior art neither discloses nor 
suggests a rotating flow in a Brown's gas 
generator. The rotation of the water favours the

therefore also novel (PCT Article 33(2)) and 
inventive (PCT Article 33(3)). The claimed 
invention is clearly industrially applicable.
